Mr.  Chaiiman,  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Report  for  1967. 


It  used  to  be  said  that  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  one 
of  the  most  reliable  indicators  of  the  state  of  an  area's  social 
services.  If  this  is  still  true,  the  social  services  of  Scalby, 
with  no  infant  deaths  in  1967,  must  have  reached  perfection.  This, 
with  due  modesty  I  must  disclaim.  Nevertheless  it  is  a  matter  for 
which  all  those  concerned  with  the  medical  and  social  services  in 
the  area  and  especially  the  parents  can  claim  credit;  remembering 
the  while,  that  next  year  the  figures  will  probably  be  back  to  their 
usual  level.

It  is  proposed  in  the  forthcoming  year  that  the  Scalby  Urban  District 
Council  will  erect  30  one  bedroomed  bungalows  and  flats  together  with  a 
wardens  house  and  communal  room  for  the  aged,  on  a  site  in  close  proximity 
to  the  existing  aged  persons  bungalows  at  Gatesgarth  Close,  Newby. 

In  all  other  instances,  Private  Enterprise  is  supplying  the  housing 
needs  of  the  area. 

One  private  residential  school  (Uplands  Preparatory)  was  demolished 
during-  the  year  pending  redevelopment. 


Hater  Supply 


The  district  is  served  with  piped  supply  from  Scarborough  Water 
Undertaking. 

The  supply  remains  adequate  to  deal  with  the  needs  of  the  District  and 
it  was  unnecessary  during  the  period  under  review  to  resort  to  stand  pipe 
supply. 

During  the  fiscal  period,  98  samples  were  forwarded  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  for  the  purposes  of  bacteriological  examination,  all  of  which 
proved  to  be  of  a  satisfactory  standard. 

The  water  is  of  a  temporary  and  permanent  hardness  and  therefore,  not 
susceptible  to  plumb o-solvent  action  in  lead  pipes.

These  latter  premises  are  sited  on  the  perimeter  of  the  District  and 
comprise  farm  houses  and  cottages.  These  are  supplied  by  private  wells 
and  springs.

Hutton,  High  Farm  -  Re-approval  of  the  siting  of  one  caravan  for  a 

limited  period 

Twenty  inspections  covering  all  sites  were  made. 
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SANITARY  CONDITIONS 


Refuse  Collection 

The  District  continues  to  develop  and  necessitated  the  use  of 
a  further  vehicle.  A  50  cu.  yd.  Eagle  Crushload  type  Bedford  was 
purchased  and  delivered  in  mid  year. 

This  department  continues  to  serve  the  District  adequately  and 
a  weekly  collection  was  maintained  throughout  the  year. 

Business  premises  were  accommodated  as  and  when  required  by  a 
more  frequent  collection,  and  outlying  farm  premises  enjoyed  a  fortnightly 
collection. 

Salvage  Collection 

During  the  year  a  new  salvage  trailer  was  pure  lias  ed  and 
augmented  the  existing  service  in  this  connection. 

76  tons  14  cwts.  of  mixed  paper  was  forwarded  to  the  Thames 
Board  Mills. 

Refuse  Tip.  Bumiston  Road 

During  the  year  under  review,  intermittent  fires  affected  the 
refuse  tip  from  a  variety  of  causes,  most  of  which  originated  from 
unauthorised  persons  mis-using  the  tip  during  the  time  when  it  was 
officially  closed,  outside  ordinary  working  hours. 

Public  Health  Acts  1 916  and  1961 

80  inspections  (excluding  housing  inspections)  were  carried  out 
and  20  nuisances  detected  which  were  abated  after  informal  action. 

Offensive  Trades 

In  the  urban  district  no  business  has  been  registered  as  in  the 
offensive  trades  group. 

Clean  Air  Act 

The  urban  district  of  Scalby  is  fortunate  in  as  much  as  no 
atmospheric  pollution  was  evident  during'  the  past  year,  the  district  is 
residential  and  enjoys  the  influence  of  the  sea  coast. 

Offices.  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  1967 

62  inspections  were  made  when  conditions  were  satisfactory. 

Rodent  Control 


The  district  is  served  adequately  by  two  part  time  rodent 
operatives . 

Test  baiting  of  sewers  revealed  an  isolated  infestation 
adjoining  housing  development  in  course  of  erection.  Subsequent  treatment 
proved  satisfactory. 

Treatments  during  1967  resulted  in  an  estimated  kill  of  6 51 
and  the  recovery  of  252  rat  bodies  and  the  bodies  of  11  mice.  These 
figures  include  three  separate  treatments  of  infestation  affecting  the 
Bumiston  Road  refuse  tip. 

Co  risible  Area  Committee  The  committee  comprising  representatives 
of  neighbouring  local  authorities  and  officials  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture ,  Fisheries  and  Pood  met  twice  during  the  past  twelve  months. 

The  venue  of  the  meeting  in  each  case  was  the  Pickering  Urban  District 
Council  Offices. 

All  treatments  carried  out  were  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry's 
recommendation. 
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Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955 


Milk  Supplies  Milk  licences  are  issued  by  the  appropriate 
authority,  i.e.  The  North  Riding  County  Council. 

(a)  Brucella  Abortus  During  the  fiscal  period  no  appreciable 
incidence  of  this  disease  was  evident  in  the  Urban  District.

Icecream  18  registered  premises  serve  the  urban  area.  Sampling 
was  carried  out  by  the  North  Riding  County  Council. 

Meat  Inspection  10CP  inspection  was  carried  out  during  the  year 
and  for  this  purpose  545  visits  were  made  during  which  period  2,367  animals 
were  inspected,  resulting  in  the  voluntary  surrender  of  8  cwt.  1  qr.  15^  Lbs. 
of  meat  and  offal. 

S laugh t e rhous es  Three  private  slaughterhouses  were  relicensed 
during  the  year.  Six  unsatisfactory  conditions  were  found  which  were 
subsequently  remedied  after  informal  action. 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Regulations  No  contraventions  were 
discovered. 

Farms  Twenty  farms  are  sited  within  the  urban  district,  75 °/° 
of  which  are  milk  producers.

Mortuary 


One  mortuary  is  provided  within  the  urban  district  which  serves 
the  Coroner's  area  and  is  available  for  sudden  deaths  and  the  victims  of 
road  accidents.  Twenty  one  cases  were  dealt  with,  seven  of  which  were  from 
outside  the  urban  area.  Facilities  are  not  available  for  post  mortem 
examinations .

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District  in  General 

In  isolated  instances,  infestation  of  cluster  flies  have  affected 
certain  houses  -  advice  embracing  remedial  work  was  carried  out  with 
satisfactory  results. 

In  accordance  with  national  policy,  1(X$  inspection  of  all  meat 
slaughtered  in  the  Urban  District  was  carried  out. 

Rodent  Control  -  the  district  is  served  adequately  by  two  part 
time  rodent  operators.  Test  baiting  of  sewers  revealed  an  isolated 
infestation,  which  was  subsequently  treated. 

Sporadic  flooding  by  surface  water  occurred  in  certain  areas 
during  the  past  year. 

A  number  of  road  gullies  were  fitted  in  the  Urban  District  to 
eliminate  intermittent  ponding  of  road  surfaces. 

A  further  bus  shelter  was  erected  in  Scalby  Road  near  the  junction 
of  Urey fie Id  Drive.
